The Kcntucky C.»*n iien:ator containa 
a Ielle»* l>ofh a Mi*. Adams, ßivinj; an 
account of a Cavu which he had explored 
in Indiana. 
The Editor of ihe Com* 
meniator, in hia inirodacdon to the lei- 
ter, says this cave » has never been fuiiy 
explored, though aeveral 
ifidividuala 
whose ifsiimony is to be relied on. have 
penetrated from • to 9 milea into this 
subterranean region.'* 


Mr. Adama siatea that the cave is situ 
ted in iha norib weai quarter of sectlm s 
37, in township Mo 3, of tho aecond 
eastern range* in the diairici of lands of­ 
fered for sale at ¡JefT^irsonville.
